It now appears highly likely that Russians- 
and other populations of the former Soviet 
.Union will sufier such severe shortages of 
food and fuel this winter as to threaten 
chaos, civil unrest ahd.niilitary dictatorship. 

That likelihood poses an obvious danger 
to the future evolution of democracy in the , 
former Soviet Union, fragile as its prospects 
, may be. The potential for chaos in states and 
mini-states with nuclear weapons, including 
■ population movcmcnt.s. and possible — -- 

spillover effects of civil unrest in Eastern 
Europe, has got us and the Europeans 
worried, and with good reason. 

In fact, time has run out.'Thcrc is no ■ 
longer any reason to wait while the 
relationship between the “center" an,d the , 
republics is sorted out. Tliat problem is 
history. We will have to net very soon-to 
relieve the situation - perhaps within a 
month. What is needed is a relief and aid 
program for substantial numbers of cities on 
~a scale exceeding the Berlinairlih. 

The emergency is focused primarily in 
two areas: 

(1) Getting adequate supplies of food, fuel 
and medicine Into the many areas not 
accessiblc^by transport other than air. This is 
complicated by the fact that facilities for __ 
transportation and'distribution inttfany areas 
arc limited or nonexistent. 

(2) Distributing the food and supplies 
directly to those in need. This includes 
consideration of the grave risk that any local 
authority or recipient group is likely to be 
subject to dr involved with the local mafias, 
which have reputedly taken over the supply . 
of food in the private market in many areas 

and have becOiiTC'States wlihiiTirararln

The requirements for an aid and relief 
operation adequate to the need are massive.

What’s needed is a joint military planning 
operation for a large-scale aid-disuibution 
program to be carried out by the U.S., 
German, British andTrencK armed forces, 
twinned with formerly Soviet armed forces

The project would be 
an enormous and 
expensive task - 
perhaps iogistically 
almest_on_the..prd_er pf 
magnitude of a Desert 
Storm operation. 

Western forces should take a large enough 
role in on-the-ground distribution operations 
.lhat there will be a reasonable prospect of 
honest distribution. The Japanese should be 
offered the opportunity to participate, itnd 
not only financially; they may well be able 
to contribute valuable civilian and military 
personncl.and logistical help. 

The program should envision os many 
local points of distribution os the logistical 
capacities will support and the critical needs 
demand, includin g at least the medium and 
large cities tnai appear'toTie hardest hit by 
shortages. 

Actual distribution points can be selected 
as the information becomes available and 
reliable. The goal should be lo funnel in 
sufTIcient supplies of food, fuel and 
medicines to get the afTecied populations 
through the winter. 


It is also worth considering whether sych 
a major effort would not be a good 
employmcrit of the several hundred 
thousand Soviet troops still waiting in 
Eastern Germany for rcd^loymcnt home. 
-Making them'a central element of a land 
bridge of fuel and food -^to supplement the 
emergency airbridges - might be a useful 
way both to moke them welcome at home os 
bearers of relief to a sorely pressed 
population, and to provide an incentive for 
the German people to help bear costs that 
would otherwise seem disproportionate 
when added to those they have already paid . 
for the Soviet withdrawal. 

~ The whole undertaking would b’c ari 
enormous and expensive task - perhaps 
Iogistically almost on the order of 
magnitude of a Desert Storm operation^ but 
'with much less time to get it done. 
Fortunately, however, it could be done at a 
fraction of the cost of Desert Storm and 

-without the heavy equipment demands. 

If reports from Soviet and Russian 
sources arc correct, we have only a few 
weeks to get all of this organized and 
moving. TTiat is why only the military has a 
chance of carrying it out, and even then 
there will be many problems with it. But the 
need is urgent, both for humanitarian 
reasons and because of the threat to 
international order. There should be great 
European incentive to avoid chaos. 

We must not let our aid be used to impose 
cither mafia control or new forms of

A modest proposal for an alternative approach to mercy killings 


The voters. of Washington State have 
wisely rejected what is known as the "right 
to die" referendum. 

This woul’d'havc ^fovidccnhT'stTtc’s" 
physicians the legal authority to assist in 
the suicide of their terminally ill patients. 
Of course, there would be safeguards; 

. The doctor must determine-ihat his 
patient does in fact wish to die. that the 
patient is terminally ill and, in the doctor’s 
opinion, has less than six months to live. 

Another doctor must corroborate these 
findings. Only then may the doctor "assist" 
his patient. Other procedures -must be. 
followed if the patient is comatose. 

Once before in modern history, from 
- 1939-1941. such authority was given to 
physicians. A government, upon urging 
...from.the-medic^ establishmcnl.-authorizcd - 
"that persons who. according to human 
Judgment, are incurable can. upon a most 
..careful-diagnosis of their condition of 
sickness, be accorded a mercy death." 

,T6 prevent .misuse of this authorization, 
the German head of Mate inrsted on' 
adding the. 'words “upon a most'careful

lliagnosis of their condition of sicknc.ss." 

Careful safeguards were established. The 
patient's private doctor was required to fill 
out a lengthy qucstiunn.iirc. providing not 
just a medical history but economic and 
social information as well. 

This questionnaire was then appraised 
bv a committee of four (later three) 
physicians who. although they had not 
personally seen the patient, determined on 
the basis of the evidence presented to'(hem, 
whether a "mercy death" was called for. 

The decisions of these physician 
committees were then, in turn., reviewed 
and approved by, a committee made up of 
the Icading medicul professors of the' 
nation. 

Only then would "euthanasia” be 
administered.

"Our 
National Socialist state, taking into account 
the purpose and value of human life, has 
adopted measures by which those afflicted 
-of-an -incurable, mcnhrt-anguish-can-bc- 
rclicvcd of their inhumane suffering and 
hellish existence by an unforeseen and 
gentle death." ■ 

Tlic physicians of Germany, in filing out 
the questionnaires, found themselves in the 
uncomfortable position of determining 
which of their patients had "lives worth 


living" and which were but "useless 
caters."

circumstances t(> eligible, applicant 
citizens? 

Terminamrs would noi be physicians: 
they could he veterinarians trained in 
pulling animals to sleep, or perhaps 
vocationally retrained hangmen. 

In this way the Hippocratic tradition of 
medicine, wliich has served doctor and 
p;tiient so well over the centuries, would be 
preserved. And. this being a free society, 
lliose whowish to have themselves killed 
would also Ik* accommodated. '

BOISE (AP) - They look like any 
other older-studenl on the Boise State 
University campus. But these women 
on. welfare arc gradually shedding the 
stigma they fear is apparent to every- 
one they meet. 

' !The best wayto ensure we.’rc not 
going to go back on welfare 1 s a col- 
lege degree” said Kris Mcllingcr. a 
"welfare mom” working towards a 
business diploma at Boise State. 

She heads the new local chapter of 
HOME, or Helping Ourscl^s Mdans 
Education, which offere support for 
some 150 Boise State students - men 
and women - on welfare. 

Only those actually facing the chal- 
lenge know how delicate' a balance 
( the welfare moms have rinancially, 

( said social work professor Dan Huff. 

Sharon, who asked that her last 
name not be uwd. is one of the wel- 
fare moms in Huffs "Women and 
Children Last” seminar that he hopes 
gives the students an understanding 
of the welfare system anef offers sup-' 
port. 

"1 have different problems than 
other studehts.” Sharon said. *This 
_has helped me accept my.self. -fm not 
stupid, and I*m not lazy. 1 just want a 
Better life for myself- and my chil- 
dren." 

Americans"who condemn the wel- 
fare system should take note of the 
women’s ques t for a degree. It's pure 
capitalism-- giving them u chance to 
net u well-paying Job. leave federal 
assistance behind and set a tradition

The federal government recogn ized 
the. value in 1988 wheri the Welfare” 
Reform Act buried the view ihaiJidull 
college students on welfare were 
somehow trying to cheat the system. 

Tlie Department of Health and Hu- 
man Services even recently began of- 
fering .subsidized day care, and trans- 
portation to a limited number of wel- 
fare coilegc-.studcnts. and the number 
will expand.next year. 

There 'appears little question that 
the new policy-can -work. A study of 
welfare recipients by the Center bn 
Budget and Policy Priorities in Wash- 
ington. D.C.. found that 90 percent 
had cither failed to graduate from 
high school or received no additional 
iniining beyond high school. 

Those between the ages of 17 and 
21 could not read at a sixth grade lev- 
el. on average. 

But the study found that only I per- 


cent of adults with a college degree 
were forced onto the' welfare rolls. 

Mellinger’s.dream of college was 
dashed when she mairicd at 15. Her 
i^ormer husband was out of . work 
much of the time. Several times the 
fiirhily lived in their car. Kris wanted 
to work, but she-had on 18-mbnth-bId 
baby and could Tiot afford the child 
care costs. 

“It was terrifying.” Mellinger said. 
"1 tried to stay invisible." 

Welfare sa ps self-respect untlj_a 
person believes everyone she passes 
on the street knows-her plight and is 
angered by the tax money teing met- 
ed out to help them, the students be-, 
“lieve. ' 

"1 did not want to be identified os a 
welfare mother." Mid Sharon, who is 
working toward a social work degree. 
"1 wanted to keep those food stamps 
under the counter until 1 could sneak 
them to the clerk. I went through two 
years of college trying to look like 
, everyone else.-’ 

What most people take as minor in- 
cidents, she said, con be real disasters 
for a welfare family. "A few years 
ago, one of my children spilled a bot- 
tle of milk. It was atragedy.” 

HOME members have generally- 
suffered some tragedy. Huff Mid. 
usually a bad relationship that left an 
untrained woman with nowhere to 
turn. Without that college degree, 
they still might land a Job. but in 
those kinds of Jobs they become- the 
first victims of atioconomic slump. -

he knew he was not wanted. 

• The Chinese used matchmak- 
ers and astrologers. The nwteh- 
maker on the young man’s side, af- 
ter memorizing his client’s good 
qualities and preparing rationaliza- 
tions for the bud. took gifts to ihc 
woman's family. Matchmakers on • 
both sides then prepared horo- 
scopes for the young pcoplc,.If the 
horoscopes worked out. gifts'of u 
wild goose or a roll of silk were 
sent to the bride’s family und u be- 
trothal contract was signed. ' 

» Among iho Dayaks of Borneo, 
a suitor will wake a young woman 
and offer her beiel nuis carefully 
wrapped in a leaf. If she accepts. 

' he may stay und talk with her. Be-, 
fore leaving, 'he will often place 
-under her pillo.w a necklace mude 


of seeds of the pungent balong 
fruit. 

• Meanwhile, over in Borneo’s 
Kayunircommunity,’^:lovers=ex-^— 
change cigarettes made of tobacco 
and baniuia leaves. A yourig worn- 
an will give her lover a cigarette 
tied in a special way if she wishes 
him to slay. If all goes sygll.-it is _■ 
customary for the young man to 
rest his head in his lover's lap. She 
■thcn'procceds.~wlth a pair of brass 
tweezers, to remove his eyebrows 
and eyelashes. She plays u son of 
jew’s-harp to lure-thc youth to her 
room, where he will spend (he 
night. 

• Among the Mcndc of Sierra 
Leone, a young man interested in 
marriage does' not approach the 
young woman himself but sends a 
small party of friends, among 
whom must be a woman. If he is 
an older man already married; he 
may send one of his wives, who 
will be able to speak-with (he most 
authority on the vinucs of (he 
would-ix suitor as u husband. 

• Courtship in American Indian 
tribes was difficult. Young women , 
were strictly guarded, and men had 
to coun on the sly. Tltcrc were 
ways for. young people who were 
attracted to each other (o nicer, 
such as at a dance, but others were 
always present. A lover could hire 
someone tO' perform a "love ccre- 
inony,” which involvcd“incanla-'" 
lions and flute music. But the dan-

A. Most houses, other than ex- 
tremely airtight super-insulated ones, 
need some additional moisture in the 
air in the winter. Naturally generated 
. moisture from people, plonts. .wash- 
ing. etc... is lost through air leakage 
and permeability through the walls 
and ceiling. 

In addition to improving your com-' 
fort; health, and life of your furniture, 
properly humidified air may cut your 
h e atin g bills. In very dry air, y our 
body loses heat through evaporation 
and you often fee! chilly. In properly 
humidified air. you feel warmer, so

The newest types of humidifiers 
available are the evaporative “wick- 
ing" designs.

The next point to understand is 
the difference bctw’ccn state courts 
and federal courts. One of the most 
confusing aspects of our courts is that 
wc have two distinct, but-coexisting. 
court systcm.s: state courts and fedcnil 
courts. 

The state courts handle most 
cases. In a typical year, for example, 
all couns handled about .T..1 million 
civil cases. Of this total, state courts 


received just under 3 million (92- 
percent). Federal courts saw only 
iihnut 27^.000 (8 percen t). 

Each state establishes its state 

constitution. As long as the couns 
follow the U.S. Constitution, each 
state may dccide'lts own kind of coun 
structure, under i(s own constitution 
and laws. 

No two states have exactly the 


systems arc similar. State couns de- 
cide almost every type of case. They 
exist i n many towns and almost all 
counties. Slate founs arc the ones that 
most citirxns u.sc. They handle most 
of the divorces, probates of estates, 
and all other maitm. except those 
staned in or assigned to federal coum. 

There arc far fewer federal couns 
iluin state couns. Most federal couns
